MY DEAR R. * * * Society in tho 


south, wherever I have come iu contact 
with it, is yet a seething caldron, and I feel 
satisfied that more energetic treatment than 
any yet adopted will be necesiary to eradi 
cate the political disease that afflicts the 
land. Especially is thia the case in regard 
to the state of Teuueaase. Here, the fiat 
ot the Almighty in regard to slavery waa 
suspended in mid-heaven by the President's 
limited proclamation of freedom. An " ir 
repressive conflict" ia the result, in the 
breast of every slaveholder or pro-slavery 
man. 


Continuing to apeak of that class of Un 


ion men, the writer remarks : 


If the Union army should be driven back 


and the confederate power re established in 
Tennessee, it would be hailed with delight 
because the people would aay : " Under the 
confederacy we know we can save our stave."

Tho unMetiS 
and teachers are all 'Americana of African 
descent;1 no white person interfering ia any 
way. The government is in no wny con- 
cerned in that affair. 


There is but one way to put a atop 


this evil, and bring the population up 
full sympathy with the tremendous iasuea 
of this conflict; and that is pierce elavery 
through bad through, aud let it die. 
Then 


the hour of temporizing will bo past, the 
tottering fabric of a false society will be 
brought level to the ground, and the peo 
pie of a state will lay their foundations EC 
curely on freedom, aud begin to build anew. 
There will be, there can be, no improve 
meut iu Tennessee until the thing is done. 
Entire peace and reorganized society aro 
impossible until slavery is destroyed. Tho 
President only protract! the agony by with- 
holding hia fiat. 


"What pretext can the President find for 


a new proclamation wiping out slavery in 
Tennessee?" He has not only protects, 
but abundant causes, everyday. lie would 
have been justified in issuing a proclama- 
tion after the battle of Chickamauga, as a 
defensive measure. The grounds on which 
the President spared Tennessee, in his 
proclamation of Freedom, were its suppos- 
ed Unionism and preparedness to return 
to immediate loyalty. That expectation 
has been grievously disappointed ; every 
day wo havo evidence that the Federal 
power ii despised and rejected by the arm- 
ed hords in all parts of the State ; and the 
people do uot rise to resent it. No better 
grounds cauld exist for the final decree of 
the President, extinguishing the institution 
which, beyond all question, thus • keapa 
alive the disloyalty of the state, and paral- 
izea the equivocal Unionism to be found 
here, 


Cannot the President be brought to ap- 


prehend thia atato of things and etiike t 
Let him do it the very next time he hears 
of a guerrilla movement in the atate ; or, 
the moment a raid threatens the communi- 
cations of the Army of the Cumberland. I 
can assure you that there ere hundreds of 
unconditional Union men of my acquaint- 
ance in West Tennessee, who will not de- 
clare their sentiments or take an active 
part in the return of the atata to the Union 
as long aa slavery is left aa a living serpent 
to strike at them. It i» hard enough to 
fight local prejudices and bear the reproach 
of sympathising with the "yankee govern- 
ment" without meeting the venom of the 
original copperhead African Slavery writh- 
ing in its wounds and tumid with rage nnd 
poison. Kill the serpent that crawls and 
strikes beneath, and free labor and free 
thought will quickly build up the edifice of 
free government in Tennessee, and Sing 
ont the atara and stripes from ita glittering 
dome. 


If these RUggeations of mine can reach 


the President (who knowa me) with any 
prospect of doing good, you are welcome 
to use them.

THE AMBITION or SOUTHERN NEGEOES. 


— In answering the question — "Can they 
take care of themselves ?"— the Nashville 
Union brings forward the following strong 
evidence of the ambition and enterprise of 
the African race in that city at all events. 
It says : 


"Mischief makers are continually endeav- 


oring to trouble the community by assur- 
ing them that the blacks are wholy unable 
to take care of themselves : that they are so 
idle and thriftless and debauched, not dis- 
posed to follow any honest means of liveli- 
hood,^ that our society will become intoler- 
able if they ere ever set free. We do not 
know of a better reply to this pitiful stair 
than to state the fact that amid all the os- 
citement r,nd extraordinary troubles of civ- 
il war, the black people of this city hivo 
been carrying on no leas than eight highly 
respectable schools which are attended reg- 
nlarly by some six hundred pupils. Of 
these schools six are individual ; the other 
two are nnder the management of trustees. 
Three of them are in west, three in north, 
and two in sonth Nashville. The trustees 
and teachers are all 'Americana of African 
descent;' no white person interfering in any 
way. 
The government is in no way con- 


cerned in that affair.
